What Death Benefits does the VFW Provide? 

The Veterans of Foreign Wars of the U.S. (VFW) provides advisory 
and financial assistance to members and surviving spouses, children, 
and dependents. 

Life and Accident Insurance. The VFW provides free, member- 
only limited accidental death benefifs. The amount of coverage varies 
based on the type of injury and the age of the deceased member with 
a maximum benefit of $1,000. If the member's death results from an 
accident while traveling as a fare-paying member in a commercial 
vehicle an additional payment of $1,500 may be available. In the 
event of a member's death, the benefit typically goes to a spouse 
or surviving dependent. The VFW also offers members competitive 
rates on additional life insurance, typically with no medical exams or 
health questions asked. Additionally, all veterans are eligible to enroll 
in the US Department of Veterans Affairs Servicemembers’ Group Life 
Insurance policy. 

Burial Planning. While all members of the US Armed Forces are 
eligible for burial at a national cemetery, the VFW provides special 
planning services to members. The VFW helps members obtain 
benefits such as a presidential certificate, American flag, perpetual 
care, and an official US Armed Forces headstone. Many of these 
services must be requested in advance, and the VFW can help file 
the necessary paperwork. The VFW can also help surviving family 
members receive benefits if they are eligible. 

Benefit Assistance. The VA system can be difficult to navigate, 
so the VFW provides services to support members and surviving 
family members. The VFW can help veterans and families file forms 
and determine which financial benéfits spouses and dependents 
are eligible for. In the event that a benefit claim is denied, the VFW 
provides free administrative assistance to members. 

Appeal Assistance. The VFW can also request appeal hearings with 
the VA and the Board of Veterans Appeals. VFW service officers are 
familiar with current legislation and can help survivors file government 


forms and appeal death benefits for which they are eligible.

The Elba Tigers will close out.a four-game road swing 
Friday night when they travel to Red Level to tangle with 
the Red Level Tigers, in an important region match-up. 

Elba owns a 6-1 edge in the brief series, has won the last 
six meetings and last season posted a 42-6 win, at Elba. 

“Red Level has a solid football team on both sides of the 
ball and will definitely get after us Friday night,” stated 
Elba Tiger head coach Mare Sieving. “They will come 
into the game looking to keep their playoffs hopes alive 
and will play their best in all areas. There is something 
about playing on your home field that is special, and we 
know Red Level will play as hard as it can on every snap.” 

Red Level will bring a 1-4 record into the clash with a 
win over Pleasant Home 25-0 and losses to Florala 48-13, 
Houston County 40-35, McKenzie 40-19 and Bullock 
County 46-12. 

“Red Level is a rural school with a lot of players that 
grew up playing football together and have a coaching 
staff that also has a lot of pride in the school and in the 
football team,” added Sieving, “and we will have to show 
up ready to play and play hard on every play. On offense 
we will need to establish the run, which makes the passing 
game more effective, and we can’t turn the ball over. Over 
on defense we will have to be alert for anything possible, 
because they have nothing to lose and will be looking for 
big plays. Last week, Providence Christian ran the play 
clock under ten seconds on every snap to try and limit our 
touches on offense, and that puts pressure on our defense 
to get off the field and make stops.”

Tigers pound Providence 57-20

The Elba Tigers rushed for three 
touchdowns, passed for three touchdowns, 
returned a kickoff for a touchdown, 
returned an interception for a touchdown 
and added a safety for good measure to 
roll over the Providence Christian Eagles 
57-20, Friday night in Dothan. 

Elba received the opening kickoff and 
marched 83 yards in six plays to grab an 
early lead. Alvin Henderson rushed for 33 
yards on four carries to help lead the Tigers 
down the field, while the score came 
when Cayden Adkins pulled in a Brayden 
Johnson pass with one hand and rambled 
down the sidelines 43 yards for the first 
touchdown of the night. Alex Wisecup 
kicked the extra-point as Elba moved on 
top 7-0 with 8:10 remaining in the first 
quarter. 

Providence Christian went to the air 
on its initial play from scrimmage and 
while the pass did result in a touchdown, 
it was the Tigers that cashed in when 
Ty Sieving stepped in front of an Eagle 
receiver and raced 41 yards for another 
Tiger touchdown. Wisecup added the 
extra-point and with 7:53 left in the quarter 
Elba’s lead was up to 14-0. 

Providence Christian began its next 
possession at midfield and went 50 yards 
in only three plays to dent the Elba lead. 
Kyser Sims got the call on all three plays 
and scored on a 39-yard gallop, while 
Layton Hagler added the extra-point as the 
Eagles pulled within 14-7 with 7:01 left in 
the quarter, 

Elba fumbled away a scoring opportunity 
at the Providence Christian 2-yardline 
on its ensuing possession. However, the 
Tigers Brayden Johnson stood up the Eagle 
runner behind the goal line and Cayden 
Adkins finished him off in the endzone on 
the game’s next play to push Elba’s lead 
to 16-7 with 3:42 remaining in the quarter. 

The ensuing Providence Christian free 
kick sailed high to Cameron Gray near 
the Eagle sidelines and Gray tossed the 
ball back to Alvin Henderson, who raced 
untouched down the sidelines and then 
cut back across the field on 57-yard kick 
return for a score. Alex Wisecup’s extra- 
point was true, as the Tigers lead grew to 
23-7 with 3:30 still left in the wild opening 
quarter.

Providence Christian was down big 
early, but bounced right back to cut into 
the Elba advantage as the Eagles went 56 
yards in 11 plays to reach the endzone. 
The score came on a 10-yard run by Grant 
Baker, and while the extra-point attempt 
failed, Elba’s lead was down to 23-13 with 
8:25 remaining in the second quarter. 

Elba took the ensuing kickoff and 
went 81 yards in seven plays to regain 
command. Alvin Henderson rushed for 49 
yards on three carries and Cayden Adkins 
added 22 yards in three carries to lead 
Elba down the field, while the score came 
when Henderson pulled up on a sweep and 
lofted a 27-yard touchdown toss to Brady 
Johnson. Wisecup’s extra-point was good, 
and with 5:23 remaining in the half Elba 
was on top 30-13. 

Elba regained possession at the 
Providence Christian 12-yardline after a 
fourth down gamble by the Eagles, and 
from there the Tigers needed only one 
play to score.as Alvin Henderson burst 
through a hole in the middle and raced into 
the endzone. The extra-point sailed wide, 
but with 2:49 left in the half Elba was in 
command with a 36-13 win. 

Elba turned back a Providence Christian 
scoring threat late in the half at the Elba 
18-yardline with 18-seconds left on the 
clock, and shocked the Eagles when on 
the final play of the half Brayden Johnson 
pulled in a high snap, avoided a pass rush 
and lofted a pass to a wide open Jacob 
Watkins, who rambled untouched 62 yards 
for a Tiger touchdown. Wisecup kicked the 
extra-point and at halftime Elba left the 
field with a big 43-13 lead. 

Elba began its initial possession of the 
third quarter at its own 41-yardline after 
defensive stop and needed only three plays 
to get back into the endzone, with the 
score coming on a 40-yard dash by Alvin 
Henderson. Wisecup tacked on the extra- 
point as the Tigers lead went to 50-13 with 
7:22 left in the third quarter. 

The Tigers final score of the night came 
after another defensive stop at the Elba 
3-yardline, and once again it was Alvin 
Henderson who did the honors, this time 
on a 97-yard sprint up the middle of the 
field. Wisecup again added the extra-point 
as Elba’s lead ballooned to 57-13 with 
10:42 remaining in the fourth quarter. 

Providence Christian drove 65 yards 
in nine plays on its final possession and 
scored on an ll-yard pass from Craig 
Pittman to Chapel Stickler, and the extra- 
point by Layton Hagler. However, it was 
way too little, way too late as at the final 
horn the Tigers left with a 57-20 road win. 

Alvin Henderson rushed for 283 yards 
and 3 touchdowns on 14 carries, completed 
a halfback pass for 27 yards and a 
touchdown and retuned a kick 57 yards for 
a touchdown to spark the Elba offensive 
explosion, while Brayden Johnson 
completed 4 of 4 passes for 127 yards and 
2 scores, and Cayden Adkins rushed for 93 
yards on six carries and caught two passes 
for 56 yards and a touchdown. Jacob 
Watkins added one catch for 62 yards and 
one td, and Brady Johnson had two catches 
for 36 yards and one td. 

Kyser Sims rushed for 77 yards and one 
touchdown on 20 carries and Grant Baker 
added 64 yards and one td on nine carries 
to lead Providence Christian.
